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THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
FOREWORD 


HE Cleveland Museum of Art emphatically believes in the 

future of Cleveland as an art center. It was in accord with 
this belief that nine years ago the first all-Cleveland exhibition 
was held, and the remarkable yearly development since 1919 
has more than fulfilled the early promise. Two facts stand out 
as reasons for this growth: one is the creation of a real civic con- 
sciousness, a belief and pride in local art as such, not merely be- 
cause it is local but because it is worthy; the other is the sub- 
stantial and solid material backing which has never been want- 
ing. Work produced must of necessity find its market if growth 
is to continue to be economically sound. 

The opening of the Ninth Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen is proof of the security of the 
position which Cleveland art has made for itself. There is no 
longer need to emphasize an excellence which has won its own 
recognition. It is only fair to ask again the same spirit of co- 
Speration, the same generous backing, which has undoubtedly 
played such a large part in its success. Patronage, in the past, 
has played an overwhelmingly important part in the develop- 
ment of the great schools of art, and a liberal and far-seeing 
application of the same principle can do the same thing in our 
own city. 

It has been and is the desire of the Museum to represent in 
the collections within its walls the vital and living art creations 
of the great periods of the past. At the same time it wishes to be 
an animating center which will transmit that life impulse to the 
work of today and tomorrow. Unquestionably the chief means 
to that end is the inspiration offered by this yearly exhibition. 

Figures prove that the city is becoming the patron of her own 
artists. Last year the total of sales came to slightly over $12,600, 
thereby passing the record amount of the previous year. Also 
the sum total for the past four exhibitions comes almost to the 
round figure of $50,000. A record of this kind gives the artist 
courage. Its effect has become noticeable in one-man exhibi- 
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tions, a new feature in Cleveland, held by the numerous local 
dealers, with financial as well as artistic success. It has also 
shown in a remarkable rise in the quality of the work produced 
throughout the city. 

The success of these past Cleveland shows has come from the 
codperation of various agencies. Apart from individual pur- 
chases many donors have given sums as purchase prizes, to ac- 
quire and present to the public schools of Cleveland important 
works by local artists. Five paintings were bought last year, 
and forty-four items have been presented since 1922. Among the 
donors are August F. Biehle, Mrs. Benjamin P. Bole, Mrs. 
Stevenson Burke, A. J. Farber, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Samuel 
Mather, William G. Mather, Frederic S. Porter, Mr. and Mrs. 
F.F. Prentiss, Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance, Mrs. Jane Tracy, 
J. H. Wade, Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt L. Warner, Frederic Allen 
Whiting, Edward B. Williams, and the Book and Thimble Club. 

The clubs have aided also. The Cleveland Sorosis, several 
years ago, initiated the movement. Since then, for the past 
three years, the Women’s City Club and the Mid-Day Club 
have each year purchased a picture as a decoration for their club 
walls. These pictures form permanent decorations and are sym- 
bols of the creative spirit of the city, which the clubs are thus 
helping to foster. 

As in the past, the Museum has invited a group of out-of- 
town artists to act as jurors, and upon their judgment alone has 
rested the decision of acceptance or rejection. 

The Museum has also been fortunate in again having the able 
help of Mrs. S. Livingston Mather, Chairman of the General 
Committee, and a group of committee members. Their aid has 
been invaluable in the work leading up to the exhibition. 

With so much help it is believed that the exhibition cannot 
fail. The artists and the Museum have given of their best, and 
it is impossible to believe that a fitting response will be lacking. 
The motto of this year’s exhibition, “The city which believes in 
itself must succeed,” is not only a challenge, but alsoan affirma- 
tion of belief in the spirit of Cleveland. W. M. M. 
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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


The Jury has made its decisions and awarded its prizes. Once 
more the exhibition goes forward. Once more the quality of 
the whole and the general standard have exceeded the high 
levels of preceding years. The judges were impressed again and 
again by the vitality and freshness of the work submitted 
and by the wideness and variety of the points of view expressed. 
It is a matter for real congratulation that the impetus has not in 
any way been lost and that this ninth exhibition is the best and 
most complete of the whole series. This continuous progress is 
an affirmation of the slogan of the exhibition, “A city which 
believes in itself must succeed.” 

One of the most encouraging features of the exhibition is the 
fact that many new artists are appearing; another is that artists 
who have had successes in the past have this year reached new 
levels in their work. Never, sound artist that he is, has William 
J. Eastman produced a canvas of such beauty as “Eze, Cote 
d’Azur,” the picture awarded first prize in the largest class, 
OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE. Sensitive in color values, it has as 
well rare distinction of pattern; and by this color and this pat- 
tern, the artist conveys most effectively the romantic character 
of the precipitous Riviera shore line he has chosen to paint. “In 
Port,” by George G. Adomeit, a picture of the rugged Maine 
coast, in arresting contrast with the first award, was singled out 
for second honors; and “Rain in the Hills,” by Grace V. Kelly, 
was given third. It is especially pleasant to be able to record 
this prize for the last-named artist, who is serving the cause of 
art so well by her writings in The Plain Dealer. Honorable men- 
tions went to Max Albin Bachofen and Charlotte H. Jordan. 

Louise B. Maloney has won first distinction in OIL PAINTING, 
PORTRAIT, for four works, “Pasqua Rosa,” “Bianca,” “Luisa,” 
and ‘“‘Antonetta,” all Italian types beautifully individualized. 
In these and other works she shows a steadily growing quality 
and an added fineness of perception. Elizabeth Bart, a new en- 
trant, placed second with two excellent character studies; 
Clarence Carter’s “The Wanderer” was third; and Ralph Stoll 
and Milton S. Fox were given mentions. 

The class of OIL PAINTING, MISCELLANEOUS, was one of the 
largest and most brilliant of all the classes. Two canvases, “The 
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Reunion,” and “People of St. Malo,” by Frank N. Wilcox, were 
chosen for the first award. Assuredly this artist has never pro- 
duced more mature or more successful work, and in these pic- 
tures there is not only bigness and certainty but a superb deco- 
rative-design quality as well. William J. Eastman’s second 
prize painting, “The Studio Table,” is worthy of being ranked 
with his first prize landscape;and Louise Maloney’s third prize, 
“Autumn Afternoon,” is a fully fused and thought-through pro- 
duction. Such was the quality of this class that two honorable 
mentions were given, one to a group of three fine canvases 
by Ora Coltman, and the second to George G. Adomeit. 

In the DECORATIVE PAINTING, Arthur D. Brooks won first 
prize for three decorations; and Elsa Vick Shaw, second. 

An interesting award was made in the INDUSTRIAL PAINTING, 
first and second being given respectively to George G. Adomeit 
and Antonio di Nardo. Both chose the same subject, “The 
High Level Bridge,” and each has so individualized his theme 
that he has made of it a design problem entirely different from 
the other’s. Both pictures reveal the artistic possibilities of a 
section of Cleveland that holds many more fine subjects for the 
enterprising painter. 

The water colors have again sustained their past record, the 
Jury expressing their general feeling that no center in America 
is producing a better level or more water colors of quality. Paul 
Shively took first prize for a group of five pieces. Never before 
has Mr. Shively won so high an award, and he is especially to be 
congratulated when there was such competition and the stand- 
ard was what it was. In this class Antonio di Nardo, a new ex- 
hibitor, won second for a beautifully sustained romantic picture; 
and Carl Broemel, third for one of his finest pictures of the 
tropics. Six honorable mentions were given, to George G. Adomeit, 
Milton S. Fox, Morris Grossman, Grace V. Kelly, Vance H. 
Kirkland, and Glenn Moore Shaw. 

Henry G. Keller, modest artist and teacher, a man who in 
each of the eight preceding exhibitions has won either special 
awards or individual prizes, has this year entered everything 
Not in Competition; and it is only fair to record here that the 
Jury wished to present to him their special compliments on his 
entire group of entries, and in particular on his water colors. 

Paintings have been mentioned first, for they comprise the 
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largest proportion of the exhibition, but from that it must not 
be taken that other sections are not of equal importance. The 
result of the backing which the city is beginning to give to sculp- 
ture is shown by the rapidly rising level of production. First 
prize was given to Alexander Blazys for a heroic group, “City 
Fettering Nature,” a piece of elemental ruggedness and force. 
Yet of almost equal importance was the group of five small 
bronzes and marbles by Max Kalish—three of his vigorously 
conceived labor studies and two female nudes. It was the scale 
and force of Blazys’s large group that brought it the chief 
award. Third was given to Charlotte H. Jordan,a newexhibitor; 
and in the MODELLING IN Low RELIEF, Frank L. Jirouch won 
an honorable mention. 

Alexander Blazys and the Cowan Pottery took premier award 
in a new class, CERAMIC SCULPTURE, with a Moses in blue glaze 
and four peasant figures. Thus for the first time in Cleveland, 
through the combined effort of Mr. Blazys and Mr. Cowan, 
work of this highly successful character has been produced. It 
is fortunate on one hand that Mr. Cowan has found a sculptor 
of this distinction, and on the other that the sculptor has found 
a potter who could so fully bring out the qualities fitting for his 
medium. It is their sympathetic codperation alone which has 
produced such complete works of art. 

R.Guy Cowan of the Cowan Pottery also took first in POTTERY, 
with a pair of jade green dragon vases, highly successful not 
only in form but in color and glaze as well. The entire pottery 
class is the most distinguished ever shown in a Cleveland exhi- 
bition. Second place went to Arthur E. Baggs for a group of 
five pieces; and third, to Vera O. Neff. 

The impulse given to the graphic arts by the Print Club is 
showing most marked results. The three prizes in ETCHING 
were won respectively by Hugh Seaver, Harold G. Griffith, and 
E. Gerry Peirce, with honorable mention going to Rudolph 
Stanley-Brown for a group of five. Not only were the etchings 
noteworthy but the LirHocRAPHY had a fine group as well, 
Carl F. Binder, Russell T. Limbach, and William S. Gisch 
placing in that order, these classes never having been so fully 
represented before. First in the new class of RELIEF CUTS was 
awarded to Orville H. Peets, second to Joan Jordan, third to 
Coleman Kubinyi, and honorable mention to Edna Brush 
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Perkins. The class in FREEHAND DRAWING was by far the 
largest up to this time, and four powerful drawings by William 
Sommer were given first. They have an intensity which is 
exceedingly compelling and are worthy of the most serious 
attention. Louise B. Maloney won second, Fred Rentschler 
third with three delightful studies touched up with color, and 
honorable mentions went to Frank L. Jirouch, and to Clara L. 
Deike for a group of three drawings of Capri. ILLusrRaTION, 
ANY MEDIUM, also had three prize awards, given to John R. 
McGaw, Paul Shively, and Russell T. Limbach. Thus it will 
be seen that a substantial growth is apparent in every one of the 
classes of the Graphic Section, a most auspicious sign. 

The photographers have always been most generously inter- 
ested in the exhibition, and this year is no exception. First 
prize in PHOTOGRAPHY, LANDSCAPE, was given H. G. Cleveland 
for his “Wintry Roofs, Night,” a most unusual study in angles, 
very successfully composed. Second prize was for an interesting 
still life by John Steinke; and third, for ‘““Man’s Work,” by 
Walter P. Bruning, a fine example of an oil print. Carle Semon 
was given an honorable mention. In the portrait class Josephine 
Ursula Herrick won first with “Yes’’; John Steinke, his second 
second prize for a portrait of Horace Carr; and Ann Anthony 
Bacon, third; an honorable mention went to Mary E. Raymond. 

Certain of the craft classes were exceedingly small, most dis- 
appointingly so, but Henning Naukler won first in SILVERWARE 
with a fine compote; and K. F. Bates a similar award in METAL 
WORK, with a second going to Anna Wyers Hill. JEwetry also 
was meagerly represented, the first going to Elnora Weaver, the 
second to Grace Russell, and the third to Anna Wyers Hill. 

BLock PRINTING, however, is a larger and finer class than 
ever before. First went to Mary Schneider for a really exquisite 
scarf, beautifully printed; Elizabeth Fish and Mary Jane 
Adams took the other prizes. In Batik Elsa Vick Shaw’s two 
wall hangings showed the most careful workmanship and design 
sense; in this class Nathalie O. Pylick took second prize. 

In EMBROIDERY Mary E. Rath-Merrill’s embroidered curtains 
were the only entries given a prize, a first; in CROCHET Sister 
Mary Celeste of Notre Dame won an honorable mention. In 
MISCELLANEOUS HANDICRAFT the hooked rug of Marion Kappes 
took first honors. Weavinc developed a good deal, and the really
